The author’s instructions for the execu 
tion of his favourite turns may be of use 
to experts who have already acquired 
exceptional balance and complete control 
of their skis. These turns can be. and 
often are, done in the way he advocates, 
Possibly even a beginner, if carefully 
coached on the actual slopes by the author, 
might sueceed at Jast in producing a turn 
on the lines recommended; but if a 
leginner, relying on the text of his book, 
were to attempt either a ‘‘ Christiania ’’ 
or a “ Telemark ”' with the backward lean, 
on which the author insists, his skis would 
run away with him and his lean rapidly 
attain the horizontal. 

Herr Dahinden, whose sentimental 
raptures are always with difficulty re- 
straimed, proclaims that the real function 
of ski-running is *‘to establish a relation 
between the winter landscape and the 
movements. of the body, te translate, 
interpret and implant the influence of the 
landscape in body and soul.” “the 
good ski-runner, carried along by the 
sublime’ poetry of the snow-clad world, 
freed from himself and dissolved in the 
flow of his motion, becomes part of one of 
the sublimest expressions of Nature,” 
His modest aim is that “ The Art of 
Ski-ing’’ may help learners “ to drink 
from the winter landscape as from a foun- 
tain of health for body and soul.” Any 
beginner who follows instructions and leans 
resolutely backwards in his turns, is likely 
to fulfil this latter wish in a distressingly 
literal manner. To such we recommend a 
perusal of the invaluable Chapter 6. It 
is entitled “ How to Get Up.” 

The book is lavishly illustrated with 
photographs of expert runners, reconciling 
perfect turns with the author’s instruc- 
tions.

& OW to be Happy in Switzerland ” 

is an unpretentious book that 
should be read by every person who intends 
to go out to Switzerland for winter sports 
for the first time, and even the veterans 
of many seasons, while finding much 
therein with which they are already 
familiar, will also learn a surprising 
number of new tips. The author writes 
simply and with a pleasant humour, and 
has managed without any overloading of 
facts to condense into an odd 200 pages 
everything which it is vital for the holiday 
tourist to know. Equipment, choice of 
centre, journey, arrival, photography 
among the snows, hints on the theory and 
practice of the different sports, and other 
vital matters are covered ina series of 
short chapters sufficiently full to prevent 
the novice from making any serious 
mistakes.

THE CONNAUGHT 
RANGERS. 


A REGIMENTAL HISTORY. 


HE third and final volume vf ‘The 
Connaught Rangers’’ very fittingly 
completes one of the best regimental 
histories so far compiled. The main body 
of the volume recounts the stury of the 
5th and 6th Service Battalions, which were 
raised for the period of the war. ‘The 
5th Battalion was present in nearly all the 
famous campaigns in the Near East, 
serving at Anzac, Suvla Bay, Salonica and 
Palestine befote being. transferred to 
France for the intense fighténg of 1918. 

In the extensive battle which raged 
after the landing at Suvla Bay’ they 
particularly distinguished themselves “in 
the attack upon “ Hill] 60,” but—as :s the 
case with every battalion of this great 
corps—it is invidious to mention only one 
of the many gallant actions fought by 
them in every campaign. As a reward 
for their continuous gallantry, the 5th 
Battalion wus changed into the 21.d 
Battalion after the Jlatter’s 
annihilation in the great German offensive 
in the spring of 1918... The 6th Battalion 
was raised in September, 1914, and saw 
continuous service in France, until their 
disbandment at the end of the war. They 
worthily upheld the traditions of ithe 
regiment in the fierce actions of I os, 
Guillemont and the third battle of Ypres. 
The battalion was practically wiped out in 
the German break-through of March, 1918. 

The appendices which follow are parti- 
cularly interesting and exhaustive, A 
full list of the officers of the Regular and 
Service Battalions since the formation of 
the regiment is given. as well as a history 
of the colonrs and battle honours, and 
notes upon the regimental marches, medals 
and customs. The volume closes with 
information concerning the “Old Com- 
rades ” Association,

Amschel Rothschild and his five sons. 
I'he present volume carries the story for- 
ward for another 40 years, and the period 
from that date up to the present time is 
covered in an epilogue which is neces- 
sarily brief; for all that can be known of 
the Rothschilds’ operations during the 
last half century is not likely to be known 
yet. 

As it stands, however, the book is full 
of romantic interest. Enormous fortune 
had come to the family through the 
Napoleonic wars, but, having made their

diest opponents of 

war and upholders of 

peace. Peace was 

m essential to their 

vee Material interests, 

ae and, as Count Corti 

observes, it ‘‘ con- 

tinued to be their 

main aspiration 

throughout the period 

immediately preced- 

ing the Great Var,” 

They promoted rail- 

ways when Steplien- 

son had proved the success of his Darling- 

ton experiment; and in other ways they 

worked for the development and pros- 

perity of Europe. But to the extent that 

the head of each branch identified him- 

self with the interests of the country he 

had adopted, so did their massed power 

as a family decline. In England, after 

many struggles, they entered the peerage, 

and the English house, through Lionel 

Rothschild, rendered immense service to 

England by helping Disraeli to finance 
the purchase of the Suez Canal shares. 

Parliament was not sitting and could 
not be summoned quickly enough, and it 
was not such a simple matter to take 
£4,000,000 out of the Treasury without 
Parliamentary sanction. In view of the 
importance of the matter, Disraeli ignored 
all these difficulties. “We have scarcely 
time to breathe ; we must carry.the matter 
through,” Disraeli wrote to his Queen, 
and through his friend, Lionel Rothschild, 
the £4,000,000 required for the purchase 
was raised without Parliamentary 
sanction. 

In France the Rothschilds became 
friendly with Napoleon III.; in Austria 
they had entry of the exclusive Court 
circle; in Rome they were the confidants 
of Popes; and the King of Belgium con- 
fided to them enough money to secure his 
comfort should he ever be forced to leave 
the country. Count Corti tells us that 
when the Rothschild documents relating 
to the Great War are made public they 
will show that the family did everything 
possible to avert the great catastrophe ; 
they were not listened to, and when the 
Sarajevo murder snatched the reins ont 
of the hands of statesmen, “the Roth 
schilds, too, had to make the best of a 
bad job, and, like everyone else, submit 
to the course of events.” It is a wonder- 
ful story that Count Corti has to tell, and 
we congratulate him on the skill with 
which he has accomplished an intricate 
and difficult task.

T is not necessary to find words of 
| praise for Mother Goose at this time 
of the day. The publishers’ and Mr. 
Charles Robinson have done their part admir- 
ably. There are pictures, plain or coloured, 
on every page. and all of them seem to be in 
the right spirit. A pleasant feature of this 
edition is a number of proverbs and rhyme 
games. Some parts of Miss Alma Tadema’s 
fcreword, perhaps, are a litile unnecessary.

At the monthly meeting oí the County 
Galway Homes Committee, which was held at 
Loughrea—Mr. KE. Corbett, Chairman, presid- 
ing—the following report was submitted by 
the Superintendent Assistance Officer Mr. M. 
Herehan) with regard to the high cost of 
the Children’s Home at Tuam :— 

“ From information received in my visits 
to various districts of the county, and from 
statements made to me by some of the un- 
married girls, there can be no doubt that the 
dance hails all over the country are a great 
source of evil to girls. In some parishes 
there are as many as three or four such halls. 
Some of these halls, I am informed, are run 


ey charge an entrance fee per head for all 
who attend, and are quite indifferent to the

** While the vast majority of the boys and 
girls who attend these dance halls are inno- 
cent, and come there for innocent enjoy- 
ment, there is no doubt that certain depraved 
persons come from a distance in motor cars 
for sinister purposes. 

As this question of the maintenance of 
dance halls affects the ratepayers in many 
serious ways, the Superintendent considered 
that he was justified in bringing the matter 
under the consideration of the Committee 
when they were dealing with the high cost 
of the maintenance of the Children’s Home. 

The Committee are taking steps to compel 
parents in a financial position to do so to 
contribute towards the maintenance of their 
unmarried daughters in the Tuam Home. 


FALL FROM WINDOW OF 
DUBLIN HOTEL. 


VERDICT AT INQUEST ON 
CARLOW MAN. 


“ Death from shock and hemorrhage fol- 
lowing injuries caused when he threw him- 
self from a window in Wynne’s Hotel, Abbey 
street, Dublin, when suffering from temporary 
insanity,’’ was the verdict returned at an 
inguest which was held in Jervis Street 
Hospital, Dublin, yesterday on the body of 
John Corrigan.

There was extensive hemorrhage 
and laceration of the brain and several ribs 
were fractured. Death was due to shock and 
hemorrhage following the injuries described. 

Dr. Byrne (Coroner) said that it was a very 
sad case; the unfortunate man’s mind had 
given way.

BELFAST, Thursday. | 
HE Northern House of Commons is 
now silent, the business of the session 
having been completed ; bat the members, 
with the exception of the exiles, will ro- 
assemble on the 18th inst., when Parlia- 
ment will be prorogued by the Governor, 
according to custom, and our legislators 
will be free to enjoy a long holiday far 
removed from the worries of debate. The 
session has been the most sensational one 
since the Government was set up. No one 
anticipated such dramatic scenes as dis- 
tinguished the deliberations of the 
Assembly, and lively times are expected 
before the House finally dissolves. The 
evicted members are still smarting under 
their summary dismissal from the service 
of the Commons, but the public excite- 
ment has died down, and the whole 
occurrence is now viewed more with amuse- 
ment than anything else. ) 
The protest made by Mr. Kyle, the 
Labour leader, was a mere “flash in the 
pan,’ as the Speaker exerted his 
authority, and upheld, as he was bound to 
do, the ancient rights and privileges of 
the Chair. No other decision was 
possible; for if the dignity of the House 
were not maintained, reasoned delibera- 
tions would become a thing of the past, 
and hopeless confusion would take the 
place of ceremony and order. With the 
absence of the Opposition the business of 
the Government was disposed of rapidly ; 
yet there is an uneasy feeling that all is 
not well, 


UNEMPLOYMENT PROBLEM. 


The unemployment question was dis- 
cussed last night by Mr. Andrews, 
Minister of Labour, at a Unionist meeting 
in East Belfast, which is largely a work- 
ing-class district with a strong Socialist 
element. The Minister controverted the 
charges made against the Government that 
nothing had been done for the industrial 
section of the community, and pointed out 
that no less a sum than £80,000 was being 
spent every week in unemployment 
insurance, health insurance and widows 
and orphans and old age pensions, while 
the total yearly expenditure on social 
services was £6,500,000, or more than half 
the entire revenue of Northern Treland. 
The Loans Guarantee Act had also 
attracted fifty shipbuilding orders to 
Belfast, with the result that employment 
had been given to eight thousand men, 
while £1,320,000 had been spent on roads, 
and Government -_ grants, totalling 
£1,000,000, had been made towards relief 
schemes. 

This is an impressive list, but it did 
not convince Mr. Pierce, a Unionist 
member of the Corporation, who said that 
the Government was not doing its duty 
towards the Working people. He suggested 
that work should be provided for the un- 
employed by widening the main roads and 
by other methods. The explanation of 
Mr. Andrews was, not good enough, he 
declared, and went on to say that the 
Ministry of Labour should be scrapped 
and the money spent on officials handed 
over to hungry workers instead. Mr. Pierce 
uses picturesque language, and probably 
he did not mean all he said, but incidents 
such as this are becoming quite common, 
and Cabinet Ministers have not altogether 
a happy time. The ameliorative measures 
undertaken by the Government are recog- 
nised, but there is a strong feeling among 
all sections of the people that further 
efforts are urgently required to relieve 
distress. 


A CREAT UNDERTAKING. 


The preliminaries in connection with 
the drainage of Lough Neagh and tho 
tiver Bann are approaching complction, 
and when these have been arranged th 
scheme will be commenced at the earlicst 
possible moment. The report of the 
Drainage Advisory Committee dealing 
with the problem was issued yesterday, 
and it is recommended that the work 
should be undertaken and completed 
within the shortest time consistent with 
economy. Suggestions are made regard- 
ing the method of raising the contribu- 
tions to be made by the County Councils, 
the total amount of which is to be 
£200,000 ; and it is stated that a complete 
drainage scheme can be carried out inde- 
pendent of any co-operation with a hydro- 
electric undertaking at an estimated cost 
of £650,000, the Government to supply 
the difference between the two sums men- 
tioned. All this is very satisfactory, and 
bears out what has already been said 
about the project. 

There is thus every probability of the 
dream of centuries coming true in the 
near future. Certain difficulties in detail 
are anticipated, and it is advised that the 
Ministry of Finance should take over the 
maintenance of the river channel and be 


yet to forecast the result. It is signi- 
ficant, however, that Lord Craigavon has 
expressed his belief in the magical power 
of the drum to close up the Unionist 
array. Addressing a Unionist meeting in 
the beginning of the wegk, he stated that 
he was proud of the big drum, and “ie- 
clared that, if the time ever came when 
the Prime Minister refused to beat the 
big drum, then Ulster would be “down 
aud out.” 

The Premier has at long last recognised 
the seriousness of the state of affairs. He 
informed the meeting that he saw ahead 
a great struggle for supremacy at the 
general elections, and appealed to the 
Orangemen to turn out in their hundreds 
of thousands, and see that things were 
right according to the official point of 
view, 


A QUAINT REMEDY. 


The statement made recently by 4&4 
prominent Cabinet Minister that any 
person who might cause division in the 
Unionist ranks was a traitor to the cause 
does not appear to have excited much 
concern among those who differ from the 
Government on certain matters of policy. 
It really has not been taken seriously, 
and the temperance advocates are still 
“going strong.” At a meeting which was 
held this week under the presidency of 
Mr. James Price, a well-known reformer, 
it was stated that the local optimists were 
in sight of the promised land, and one of 
the speakers admitted that there was 
danger, but placed the onus for if on the 
official Unionists. 

Mr. James Mairs contended that the 
Unionist Party ‘was solid for local option— 
a rather optimistic view when one con- 
siders all that has been said to the 
contrary, and the declared opinions of the 
leaders. This speaker recognised that 
there would be danger of “wet” and 
“dry” Unionist candidates opposed to 
each other, as the vote would be split 
and another man might slip in, and his 
remedy was simplicity itself. He said that 
the solution was that no “ wet ” candidate 
should be put up, and that the Unionist 
nominators had thus the matter in their 
own hands. Only for the perversity of 
human nature, Mr. Mairs’s suggestion 
would settle the whole question; but the 
Premier’s ‘Newry speech that there would 
be no further restrictive legislation puts 
it out of court. Not so easily can great 
social problems be solved, and the final 
issue will have to be fought out in the 


polling booth. 
LORD MAYOR’S BLUNT WORDS. 


Sir William Turner, Lord Mayor of 
Belfast, is evidently troubled about the 
future of the Corporation, and, unless 
there is a change for the better in its 
composition, he visualises a time when the 
city may be governed by Commissioners. 
Speaking at a meeting of the Ligoniel 
Unionist Association last night, Sir 
William said that he was going to see 
what the business men were going to do 
with regard to the Council, as it would 
be a standing disgrace to have Beliast 
classified with Cork and Dublin. It would 
be a disgrace, he added, if it.should ever 
come that the city was governed by a 
couple of Commissioners, and that could 
only be avoided by the common-sense 
business men recognising their obligations 
and privileges as citizens and doing their 
“pit.” 

This is plain speaking, and the Lord 
Mayor is by no means an alarmist. He 
has gone through six years of worry and 
anxiety as head of the municipality, and 
knows the dangers that have to be over 
come if Belfast is to regain its old reputa- 
tion. Within the past few months the 
Chambers of Commerce and Trade, in 
combination with other organisations, have 
been taking an active interest Im the

FUNERAL TO GLASNEVIN 
CEMETERY. 


The funeral of the late Mr. Henry Dixon, 
who was fatally injured by a motor car in 
North Frederick street, Dublin, on Tuesday 
last, took place from St. Peter's Church, 
Phibsborough, to Glasnevin: Cemetery yester- 
day.

The return “to England of Sir “Austen 
Chamberlain, . now. in new. health, has 
been marked’ by a widespread. discussion, 
in _public and in ‘private, oí Britaim’s 
foreign policy, During recent years the 
general public has taken only a slight 
interest in foreign affairs, The indus- 
trial depression in England, with its: 
aftermath of ‘unemployment, bas absorbed 
the national attention, and. it was‘only 
when the proposed’ Anglo-French com- 
| promise raised a storm of adverse criticism 
in foreign countries that the people began 
to realise’ that - something “was -amiss. 
Stated in its briefest. terms, the complaint 
against Britain's foreign policy is that. it 
is influenced too strongly by France, Sir 
Austen Chamberlain received part of his 
education in France, and his critics say that 
his natural sympathies with France have led 
him into unwise ways. They declare that, 
in order to please the French, he has lost 
a splendid chance to secure Germany's 
good-will, and that, furthermore, he has 
strained Great’Britain’s relations with the 
United States to an almost dangerous 
degree,’ Under:his régime at the: Foreign 
Office,. they | insist; the -independence oí 
British. policy: has been sacrificed, France 
is desperately anxioys to restore the 
entente, as, it existed in 1904, 
that Britain may pledge herself to active 
participation with her in any future war 
on the Continent. M.~* Briand’s whole 
policy has been directed towards this end,’ 
and” Sir* Austen’ Chamberlain “is charged 
with meek acquiescence. in: his’ plans, 

As the Itound + Table remarks, 
Britain gave up her.

Pompeii” was an ordinary 
Roman town, -Herculaneum was. an 
‘elegant city where statesmen and rich 
men: of’ letters built fine villas and took 
their ease among their collections of books 
and; statuary.. .In the next place, while 
Pompeii was overwhelmed by incandescent 
lava, which shrivellek everything, Her- 
culaneum was buried beneath an immense 
deposit of mud and ashes. .1t is possible,

“The gueatest. actor of classical parts in 
our. time’’ was.how Mr. Anew MeMaster 
described Sir Frank Benson in thanking the 
audience for. a rapturous reception in the 
Abbey Theatre last night. To say that Sir 
Frank was playing as Sir Peter Teazle in 
“The Bchool for Scandal” would be sufficient 
‘explanation of what’ may seem to some to-day 
extravagant: and unwarranted praise. The 
fact is that one of the greatest comedies in 
ithe world was acted by-one of the last of the 
great comedians.: In these degenerate days 
we are apt. to confound farce with comedy 
and the anties of the acrobatic clown with 
‘the art of the comedian. 

To listen to the wit of Sheridan spoken a 
century’ and a half after it was written is to 
be convinced -that human nature changes 
‘slowly, if it changes at all. Every shaft goes 
heme in 1928 in Dublin as it did in Drury 
Lane in 1777. And if there.be no malice in 
it, ‘well, so muth ‘the better, and we can laugh 
with a “clear conscience that we do ill to no 
man. 

To say that Sir. Frank Benson “ acted ” as 
Sir Peter Teazle would be completely inade- 
quate. He did not act—he was Sir Peter, as 
complete a re-incarnation as we are ever 
likely to see upon the stage. Every quip of 
Sheridan's, every turn of+his ironic wit, had 
its full value given to it. . And if it be said 
that the audience took every palpable 
“bit” unto ‘itself, that is as: much 
a tribute to the excellence of the 
acting as to. the magnificence. of the 
dramatist. Great plays act. themselves, some- 
one has said, but there is no more truth in 
the saying than in the sallies of Lady Sneer- 

well or Mrs. Candour, both of whom are 

always with us. 

In.a manner “Sir. Frank Benson dominated

obtain. The bulletin to-night continued 
the impression that the illness was takinz 
a normal course- 


His Majesty's Interest. 


Outside Buckingham Palace this morn- 
ing a great many people waited to: read 
the more favourable bulletin, and there 
was much satisfaction at the news. Í 
understand that inside the Palace and in 
Court circles generally there was a more 
hopeful feeling than has been vs case 
for some days. It is possible, . that 
.the bulletin may have a good Sr on th 
King himself; for it is known that i 
takes the greatest. interest in these cóm- 
munications. Before -they are issued. to 
those. entitled to receive them, and, prior 
to their issue to the public, he reads them 
himself, and again: when they appear in 
the newspapers. That His Majesty is able 
to take a: keen interest in all that is taking 
place at home and abroad cannot be re- 


‘garded as anything but a zood sicn, and 


this he does through the newspapers. 


The Fog. 


When the fog blanket fell upon London 
last. night many people expressed -concern 
at the possibility that 1$ micht have a bad 
effect. on the health of the King; but. his 
medical. advisers had made preparations 
for such am.eventuality; and, with the 
assistance of .the Air. Ministry, special 
apparatus to defeat all ill-effects was in- 
stalled in the King’s bedroom in fhe form 
of artificial stnlight lamps.: The room is 
provided with double windows. As an 
additional precaution, all the available 
crevices were stopped to keep out the fou! 
air, and the result was successful. 


The Prince of Wales. 


It is expected that the Prince of Wales 
will arrive in London early next Wednes- 
day morning, if all goes well; but there 
is mueh “discussion whether: he will -con- 
tinue his voyage to Brindisi on the Enter- 
prise, which has made such a wonderfnl 
journey from Dar-es-Salaam. The F rebisher 
Is standing by in readiness to take. the 
Prinee. on. board, should he . decide: to 
transfer; .but the matter is being left 
entirely to his judgment. In any event, 
If is hoped that he will get to Brindisi 
for the train early on Monday. morning 
and it is quite possible that either cruiser 
will be able to accomplish this. This is 
all that the Admiralty knows concerning 
the Prince's return. H is probable that 
the! Prince will’ disembark at Suez on 
Saturday ‘morning and go to Cairo while 
the Enterprise passes through the Suez 
Canal, when the Prince will join her again 
at Port Said. 


The Prince's Rank. 


The statement made this morning that 
the Prince of Wales is to be given the 
rank of Admiral in the Navy and that of 
General in the Army is quite possible, 
though “it is a departure from’ modern 
precedent. The King held comparatively 
| junior ranks in both Services when he was 
older than the Prince is now; for he 
became a Rear-Admiral in 1901 at 36 and 
a General in 1902 at 37, while he did not 
take the ranks of Field-Marshal and 
Admiral of the Fleet until 1910, when he 
was 45. The Prince of Wales is 34, but 
it is thought that it may be necessary’ for 
him to ‘relieve the Kifig’ on important 
occasions, and. for this purpose: it.is con- 
sidered desirable that he should be given 
advancement. 

Capital Punishment. 

Members of the House of Commons are 
not greatly impressed by the fact that 
Commander Kenworthy secured the first 
reading of his Bill ‘to abolish “eapita!l 
punishment yesterday by one vote. Opinion 
regarding the abolition’ of capital punish- 
ment was. becoming quite strong in th 
years immediately preceding the war, but 
it is said that it has become much weaker 
of late. An explanation is that, owing to 
the greater publicity afforded by the news- 
papers, people have greater opportunities 
of forming opinions on murder cases, while 
during the past few vears there have been 
several atrocious murders deeply resented 
by’ the public. Jn this connection the 
murder of Police .Constable Gutteridz:

The iollowmg review of the progress of 
the King’s: illness appears in this weck’s 
issue of Lhe Luncet:— 

“The King’s condition has given cause 


lor grave anxiety throughout the past | 


week. The infection of the lung is of a 
kind with which medical men have become 
familiar during the last ten years, learning 
to expect no sudden termination by crisis 
nor any set period of duration. 

“The course often presents phases or 
chapters of infection varying in number, | 
and the temperature settles slowly and 
intermittently. | 

“A considerable strain on the heart is, 
therefore, invelved, the degree of this 
strain being decided not only by the 
virulence of the infection, but by the time 
it lasts.

IN DUBLIN

CLOSE SEASON FOR 
SALMON AND TROUT. - 


Conservators of Fisheries from all parts 
of the Irish Free State, who met in con- 


ference in Dublin yesterday, passed a. 


resolution in favour of giving the Minister 
of Fisheries authority to move in Parlia- 
ment for powers to make different: close 
seasons for salmon and trout in districts 
where a change was asked by the local 


Board of Conservators. 
Mr. John Garvey, Ballina, presided, 
and there was a good attendance. 


THE NORTH-WEST 
COAST. 


POOR POLICING . 


Captain George Hewson (Sligo) asked if 
anything had yet been done regarding the 
policing of the North-West coast. 

Mr. B. J. Newcombe, Secretary, said ‘that 
the matter was put before the Ministry re- 
cently by a deputation. He was afraid that 
nothing had been done, as they had only 
one boat fo police the whole coast of Ireland. 

Somes consideration was given to a request 
from the Minister for Fisheries and Lands 
asking for their views as to the making of 
close seasons for salmon and brown trout, 
and whether they should differ in some dis- 
tricts. 

Mr. Newcombe said that under the existing 
legislation the close season for salmon made 
absolute the close season for trout, and before 
seeking the necessary powers from the 
Oireachtas the Minister was anxious to get 
the views of the conference. He had received 
a letter from Major Bryan Cooper, T.D., 
apologising for non-attendance, and strongly 
expressing the opinion that it should be pos- 
sible to vary the close season for brown trout, 
and not have it identical with the close season. 
for salmon. Because the brown trout fisher- 
men on Lough Arrow were anxious for a 
longer season it was likely that the open sea- 
son for salmon on his river would be ex- 
tended with very injurious consequences to 
his interest. 

Mr. Haynes (Cork) expressed the opinion 
that it would be a mistake to have a differ- 
ence in the two close seasons. 

Mr, Watkins (Drogheda) said that brown 
trout fishing was a very valuable asset to the 
country, and was a means of attracting many 
tourists to the different fishing districts. In 
early February brown trout were nothing but 
kelts, and they were useless either for féod 
or sport. If the close season was not changed 
from early February to the middle of March 
there would soon be no brown trout fishing 
in the country at all. Jt was necessary to 
have a different close season for trout from 
salmon if this class of fishing was to be pre- 
served at all. 

Captain George Hewson (Sligo) agreed that 
it should be in the power of the Fishery 
Conservators to fix the close seasons for the 
different districts for both brown trout and 
salmon. 

Mr. Fair (Sligo) said in February brown 
trout was ess. 

General Brown Clayton (Carlow) said 
that the Barrow tributaries were “ skinned ”’ 
between February and up to the 17th March, 
and he favoured the extension of the close 
season up to that date. 

Mr. A. E. Woodnutt (Dublin) advocated 
the extension of the close season for brown 
trout up to the middle of March, and said 
that from the 15th February up to the middle 
of March brown trout from the West was 
sent up to Dublin, which was a disgrace. 
They were not caught with either worms or 
flies, but with nets, the meshes of which were 
more than an inch. 

Mr. J, W. Mongan, T.D. (Connemara), 
said that no brown trout were netted on the 
Jonnemara rivers or lakes, and he challenged 
the accuracy of Mr. Woodnutt’s statement. 

Mr. Woodnutt said that the Liffey was a 
peculiar river, where there were close run 
salmon all the year round. The local Con- 
servators would like to have the salmon close 
season from the 30th September to the lst 
January. Of course, as things stood, it would 
be impossible to have this carried out if the 
same dates applied to the close season for 
trout. 

A resolution was adopted stating that the 
conference was in favour of giving power to 
the Minister to move in Parliament for 
powers to make different close seasons for 
salmon and brown trout in districts where a 
change is asked for by the local Board of 


Conservators. . 
ROD LICENCES. 

Mr. C. F. Watkins (Drogheda) moved that 
the Minister be requested to obtain the neces- 
sary powers when requested by the Board of 
Conservators of any district to make bye-laws 
empowering them to impose a rod licence for 
brown trout in that district, the licence not 
to exceed 5s. or be less than 2s. 6d. and 
that the holder of a salmon rod licence for 
the district be exempt from having to take 
out a trout licence. He said that the local 
boards knew the requirements of their dis- 
tricts better than a central authority, and if 
any board wished to have such a bye-law 
made, the Minister should have power to 
make it. 

Mr. C. Finglas (Drogheda) seconded, and 
said that the tidal fishermen of the Boyne 
would welcome it. In this way: the Con- 
servators could regulate the fishing “by not 
issuing licences when a river was over-fished. 
The Bovne was over-netted. 

The Rev. C. Cunningham, P.P. (Conne- 
mara) protested against the proposal, which, 
he said, flavoured of class legislation. 

The motion was carried by one vote. 

The Secretary said that a somewhat similar 
report went before the Ministry some time 
ago, and his view was that because of the 
cost of collection any licence less than 10s. 
would be useless. i 

A resolution was adopted, asking that the 
income derived from the duty on salmon and 
trout-dealers” licences sheuld in equity be 
credited to the aceounts of the Board of 
Conservators in each district where such duty 
is derived, :

FUNERAL OF DEAN. 
HACKEDT. 


ROMAN CATHOLIC BISHOP OF 
LIMERICK’S TRIBUTE. 


The funeral of the Very Rev. Thomas 
Aylmer Purcell Hackett, .D., Dean of 
Limerick, took place at St. Mary’s Cathedral, 
Limerick, at three o'clock. yesterday after- 
noon. There was a very large congregation, 
among those ‘present being the Bishops of 
Killaloe and Limerick. The coffin rested “in 
the chancel, and on it there were many 
wreaths of natural flowers. At the opening 
of the Service Mr. Muspratt, Cathedral 
organist, played ‘‘O Rest in the Lord,” and 
the hymns included “ For all Thy Saints ” 
and Tennyson’s ‘‘ Crossing the Bar.” The 
Dean of Killaloe read the Lesson. 

The Bishop of Timerick, in & brief refer 
ence to the late Dean, said:—We are all of 
one mind in feeling that life in our city and 
diocese will be the rer because we no 
longer have Dr. Hackett going in and out 
among us. And our sorrow is shared by our 
fellow-citizens generally. To-day, for example, 
I received from the Most Rev, Dr. Keane a 
hrotherly letter of appreciation of our Dean, 
and of sympathy with his family and col- 
leagues. In concluding his address, the 
Bishop of Limerick said of the late Dean :— 
“ He was happy in his parish, in this Cathe- 
dral, in his ie: atid may I respectful! 
submit myself to say, on behalf, I have no 
doubt, of everyone here, that our loving 
sympathy is with our friends—especially with 
one of them who is very much in our 
thoughts and prayers—to ‘whom this bereave- 
ment has come with great poignancy? And 
we thank God that this long and useful life 
Closed in peace. He was spared protracted 
suffering, and God gave him the grace needed 
to: bear with courage the not intolerable, 
though heavy, burden laid upon him for a 
few brief weeks. Almost his last words to 
me were, ‘I am not afraid to die.” Not 
afraid, because he loved and trusted his Lord, 
and knew that underneath were the ever- 
loving arms of his Father.”’ 

At the close of the Service, Chopin’s 
Funeral March was played, and on the 
shoulders of six ex-Service men—non-com- 
missioned officers who were members of the 
British Legion Limerick branch—the coffin 
was borne from the Cathedral to the grave, 
which was lined with chrysanthemums and 
moss.

The Lord Chief Justice directed tha; the 
documents be impounded and sent io. the 
Publie Prosecutor. 

Mr. -Hobbs claimed damages for alleged 
libel in an article published on March 10, 
1925. headed : ‘‘ How Hobbs gained £250,000.”’ 

Other headlines were :—‘‘ Two years’ 
tence on versatile crook,’’ “ Life drama,” and 
‘Protecting criminals and snatching for- 
tunes,”’ 

It was contended that the article meant 
that Mr. Hobbs had practised dishonest 
methods, financed burglaries, and received 
the proceeds, and that he was a versatile 
erook, and had been a notorious criminal all 
his life. 

While admitting the publication of the 
alleged libel, the defendants submitted that 
it did not bear the meaning put upon it.

AN INTERESTING POINT. 

Lord Hewart (addressing Mr. Birkett)— 
There must, of course, be judgment for the 
defendants.

He missed badly with his punches at times, and in 
the sixth Mancini fought desperately, but 
ineffectively, because he had to do so against a 
cleverer boxer. 

Mancini tried to mix matters, and did well at 
close quarters early in the seveyth round. but 
Berg fought him off, and two good hooks to the 
jaw by him were the best blows of the round. 
In round eight there was not a hard blow struck, 
though there was a lot of rongh fighting, in 
which both men shared. Mancini tried hard in 
the ninth, but he ran into an uppercut more than 
oace.

SIR ERNEST TATE S SPEECH. 
A—-—ÉÁ———p 


The 26th Annual Ordivary General Meeting 
of Tate and Lyle, Limited, was held yester- 
day at the Cannon Street. Hotel, Cannon 
street, London, E.C., Sir Ernest W. Tate, 
Bart. (the President) in the chair. 
The Secretary (Mr. Charles R. Hutchinson) 
having read the notice convening the meeting 
and the Auditors’ report, , 
The President said—The balance sheet now 
presented shows a considerable improvement 
on trading results over that of last year and 
the year before. 
policy of your directors in thoroughly bring- 
ing the refineries under their control up to 
the most modern requirements—perhaps at 
the expense of the dividend—but I am sure 
this policy is the right one, and I hope will 
bear fruit in the future. Secondly, the 
changes in the rates of the sugar duty, which 
had the effect of reducing the import duty 
by an amount equivalent to 2s. 4d. per cwt., 
or id. per lb. on the retail price of refined 
sugar. 
This was a statesmanlike ana far-sighted 
policy, and great benefits to the trade of the 
country are already being felt. These bene- 
fits are not only to the refining trade, but are 
carried far deeper. All British refineries are 
working a much larger output than before the 
Budget, and one refinery in Greenock, which 
was closed, has started up again. In our own 
case the average quantity of raw sugar 
melted in our three refineries was 14,500 tons 
weekly. Since April we have melted an 
average of 22,000 tons weekly; that is an 
cent., and the weekly 
capacity of our three refineries is now 25,000 
tons. This is being still further increased, 
and we hope to melt not far short. of 30,000 
tons weekly in the future. 
Such big increases in output must result, as 
you will readily understand, in greatly in- 
creased employment for British labour. The 
beneficial effect on indirect trades, such as 
coal, jute, shipping, charcoal, engineering, 
etc., must be very great. Taking as an illus- 
tration the coal industry alone (a very impor- 
tant factor in the economic life of the nation) 
I may say that a rongh and ready computa- 
tion is that’ for the refining of three tons of 
sugar one ton of coal is required. 
The imports of foreign refined and unre- 
fined white ‘sugars averaged over the last 
three years approximately 800,000 tons per 
annum. If these imports can be displaced by 
British refined sugars the benefit to the coal 
industry would be over a quarter of a million 
tons per annum. 

BENEFITS TO CONSUMER. 
I have briefly dealt with some of the bene- 
fits to the trade of this country. Now, what 
of the benefits to the consumer ? 
A pledge was given by the refiners to the 
Chancellor that the result of a change in the 
law on the subject would result in a reduction 
in the retail price to the consumer of, at 
least, id. per Ib. This pledge has been 
loyally kept. The retail price of granulated 
sugar was reduced by jd. per lb. on the day 
after the Budget; not only so, but a further 
reduction of id. per Ib. took place about a 
month ago, though I will admit that a part 
of the last reduction was brought about by 
the fall in the world’s price of sugar. 
A further benefit which has accrued as a 
result of the Government’s policy is that the 
British sugar refiners and the British beet 
industry are now working in harmony, and I 
believe with a mutual desire to help one 
another wherever possible. A very important 
result of the legislation to the beet sugar 
factories is that they are now able to refine 
imported raw sugar during the off season, 
and it is estimated that they melted over 
53,000 tons of this sugar in the present year. 

A VITAL FEATURE. 

This new feature may well be a vital one 
in estimating the prospects of the beet fac- 
tories in the future when the present subsidy 
di: appears. 

I will now say a few words about the 
sugar market. During the past two years 4 
factor has been introduced into the suger 
markets of the world which has interfered 
with -the natural working of economic laws. 
I refer to*the attempt: made by the Cuban 
Government te raise the level of sugar. prices 
to a more remunerative basis by means ol 
crop restriction. This policy, whilst at first 
showing some signs of success, failed com- 
pletely in its effect in the second year. . 
You will readily realise that this policy 
has made it even more difficult than normally 
to form an opinion as to the possible course 
of the price of our chief raw material, but, 
altbouzh the price of raw sugar has fluctuated 
during the past twelve months between 
l3s. 6d. and 9s. 6d. per cwt., I am in a 
sition to state that adequate provision has 
n made in the accounts of the company 
to meet the depreciated value of our raw 
sugar commitments. 

PROSPECTS. 

With regard to the future, I have no 
hesitation in saying that if we could be 
certain of a continuity of the present Govern-
